Tips on controlling weeds for 


winter grasses 


Stan Windham 
County Extension Agent 


Because of the warm-wet 
weather. many livestock produc- 
ers that have. planted winter 
grazing are now having weed 
problems. Many times the short- 
er days and cooler nights, will 
suppress. weed growth eventual- 
ly. If you. would like to spray for 
broadleaf weeds in winter grass 
then 2.4-D Amine is.a good 
product to use, However, there 
are some considerations to keep 
in mind when using 2,4-D. 

Broadcasting 2,4-D Amine at 
a fate of 1/2-2 pints per acre will 
work well on many broadleaf 
weeds in wheal, rye, oats, and 
ryegrass. The label for Amine 
reads as follows. Controls win- 
ter broadleaf weeds such as wild 
mustard, Apply from late 
October to early March, Apply 
after grains are tillered with five 
or more leaves and are 5 to 8 
inches tall. DO NOT exceed | 
pint per acre on oats. Do NOT 
apply before the fully tillered 
stage or from early boot through 
the milk stage. Treatment can be 
applied with the grain is in the 
dough stage to control weeds 
that will interfere with harvest. 
Use the high rate ONLY where 
some crop injury can be tolerat- 


_shorter days, ‘and cooler temper- 


atures will suppress weed 

growth and these same condi- 

‘tions. accelerate. winter grass 

growth. Therefore, spraying a° 
weed killer would not be cost 

efficient, 

Use your own judgement as to 
whether spraying is practical-or 
not. Most winter grass will be 
ready for grazing at 6-8” tall. 

NOTE: Do not use 2,4-D 
Amine on clover pasture or any 
other broadleaf forage crop. 
Also, READ THE LABEL.
